When’the gong sounded for opening 
business this morning on the stock 
exchange there was a yell and a rash, 
and pandemonium reigned. The gal- 
leries were crowded to their utmost 
capacity by a class which only visits 
the street in time of great excitement. 
Richly attired ladies pushed forward 
for a sight of the atruggling brokers, 
and the most casual observer could 
see that it was a time of unwonted ex- 
citement. 

The market opened stronger than 
might have been expected and there 
was an evidently hopeful view of the 
situation, despite the fact that the 
early London advices, were not very 
favorable. The trading so far has 
been simply enormous, especially fin 
Villards and St. Paul. Several thou- 
sand shares have been sold under the 
rule, completing the sales begun yes- 
terday.. These are all in Villards and 
St. Paul and are believed to be for the 
account of Decker, Howell & Co. 

The general market declined slighty 
from the opening, with a two per cent 
drop in Burlington. The Villards, 
however, are strong. It looks now as 
if the conditions are favorable to a de- 
cided improvement. The clearing 
house sub-committee appointed to 
issue certificates to the banks meet at 
11 to issue certificates to such as re- 
quire them. However, there will be 
bo announcement as to what banks 
are in trouble. 

In view of the fact that London is 
regarded as the main factor of the sit- 
vation, it may be important to know 
that ballon is being shipped from 
many financial centers to that point. 
Half a million in silver bars go for- 
ward to-day on the steamer Saale, and 
cable advices state that Russia sent 
two million francs in gold and will 
send two million additional. 

Early buyers were very urgent this 
morning, resulting in further gains of 
from ‘% to 1, iu which Western Union, 
Burlington, Union Pacific and some 
of the specialties were conspicuous. 
Villard’s and especially Northern Pa- 
cific were conspicuously active and 
strong, common rising one point and 
preferred two points, touching 2014 
and 59 respectively. The general list, 
however, soon yielded to the pressure 
and influenced further sales, under 
the rule, of Northern Pacific, North 
American, St. Paul and a few others 
for the account of Decker, Howell & 
Co., the downward movement being 
more pronounced toward the close of 
an hour, and Burlington dropped 3, 
Northwestern 14¢, while Villard’s lost 
all advantage and North American re- 
tired 1. Flactuations among the 
specialties and low-priced stocks were 
extremely wide and irregular, while 
the entire market was feverish in the 
extreme throughout the hour. Later 
the Villards again showed strength, 
aod the list followed. 

The market at 11 o'clock was very 
active, firm and strong, but generally | 
at something under firat prices, though 
better than those of last night. 

At 11:20 the Villards _ continue 
strong at the highest figures of the 
morning—Northern Pacific common, 
2014; preferred, 603;; North Ameri- 
can, 20. 

A reporter interviewed President

Noon—The stock market developed 
new strength after ft o’clogk, and 
while money is loaning at one-eighth 
and interest, prices rose materially. 
The extgeme feverishness of the first 
hour still continued, but a better tone 
was noticed all over the list. Another

MURDERER CAPTURED

Mercep (Cal.), Nov. 12.—Who mur- 
dered John Ivett, the v ea thy rancher 
at Snelling, is stiil unknovn. Ivett 
was found lying upon big face in a 
pool of blood, with one fc ot near the 
cellar door, and under bim was a piece 
of a whip, which none of the ranch 
hands recognize. Doctors Cassidy 
and O’Brien state that every bone in- 
the murdered man’s head was broken 
by the force of the-blow. 

The key of the cellar and a lamp 
were found beside him. The murderer 
had struck the blow just as the old 
man opened the door, as is supposed, 
to treat his gnest to wine. In Ivett’s 
study was found a half-finished letter 


Francisco, but who has now returned. 

At the inquest the ranch hands tes- 
tified that Ivett left them after supper 
on Sunday evening to go to his resi- 
dence. August Olsen, Ivett’s brother- 
in-law, had been on the ranch since 
Thursday afternoon, and later he left, 
saying he might return that night or 
go to his mother’s near La Grange. 
Iyett insisted on his returning to the 
ranch, and this Olsen admitted on 
his examinrtion. He also admitted 
that he carried a hammer to Ivett’s 
on Friday, but claimed he lost it from 
the saddle where is had been tied. 
He identified as his a rope bridle 
which was shown him, and when 
asked how he accounted for the spots 
of blood on the rope, said he did not 
know. On being asked if he had cut 
his finger lately, he said: “I don’t 
know—yes, I did scratch my finger; 
it might be from that.’’ 

The coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict, after an hour’s deliberation, that 
Ivett was murdered by some person 
unknown to them. 

The Sheriff and officers, however, 
are on the ranch and it is believed 
they have a clue, as the bloody foot 
prints of the murderer have been ac- 
curately measured.

Russell Sage expressed the belief 
that Gould had obtained control of the 
road, and it was just what was needed 
to straighten out the present railroad 
situation. 

This afternoon Gould said he had 
po interview with Rockfeller or Fred- 
erick Ames in regard to the control of 
the Union Pacific, but said if any one 
would go among the stockholders he 
would find much dissatisfaction with 
the present mapagement, He thought 
it not unlikely the stockholdeas would 
before long bring about a change in 
the method of managing the property 
which would résult in great benefit to 
the road and American railways gen- 
erally. 

This evening’s Post says: ‘‘The 
story of the Union Pacific passing into 
the control of Gould not only lacks 
confirmation, but we have the most 
positive and unquestionable proof that 
the whole story is merely invented. 
Nevertheless, we have also good rea- 


son for believing a majority of the 
stockholders are dissatistied with the 
present management, and that a move 
will soon be made to break up the 
contract with tha Northwestern.”’

AFTER THE LOTTERY. 


A United Siates Marshal's Mission 
in Carson. 


United States Marsha! Moore is in 
Carson with instructions to bring any 
one violating the lottery law before a 
United States Grand Jury. Venders 
in lottery tickets here should take 
warning, for it is more than likely 
the Marshal will shortly visit Reno, 
bent on a similar mission. The pur- 


chaser of a lottery ticket will lose 
nothing, for this is how an expert 
statistician figures out the chances of 
winning: A one-dollar ticket implies 
one chance in three of winning 85 
cents, one chance in nineteen of win- 
ning $1 75, and one chance in 1,337 of 
winning $4 25. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the most unswerving devo- 
tion to the purchase of lottery tickets 
cannot be depended upon to insure 
affluence or even a comfortabie liveli- 
hood for the smallest and most frugal. 
It is absolutely necessary that you 
have some other means of subsistence. 


INTERCONTINENTAL RAILROAD. 


Four Different Lines Have Been 
Buggested. 


A map showing the proposed routes 
for the Intercuntinental Railway is 
published in a recent number of the 
Engineering News.

THE YOSCMITE VALLEY. 
A Peo Pigeace of the Dexetifal Seenery 


John Muir, writing in the Century. 
gives one of the best word paintings of 
the Sierra scenery ever put in print. 
Speaking of the Sierra range in which 
the Yosemite valley is situated, he says: 

“In general views no mark of man is 
visible upon it, nor any thing to suggest 
the wonderful depth and grandeur of its 
sculpture. None of its magnificent, 
forest-crowned ridges seems to rise much 
above the general level to publish its 
wealth. No great valley or rfver is 
seen, or group of well marked features 
of any kind standing out as distinct 
pictures. Even the summit peaks, mar- 
shaled in glorions array so high in the 
sky, seem comparatively smooth aad 
featureless. Nevertheless the whole 
range is furrowed with canyons to a 
depth of from 2,000 to 5,000 feet, in 
which once flowed majestic glaciers, 
and in which now flow and sing the 
bright Sierra rivers. 

“Though of such stupendecus depth, 
these canyons are not raw, gloomy, jag- 
ged-wailed gorges, savage and inacces- 
sible. With rough passares here and 
there, they are mostly smvoth, open 
pathways conducting to the fountains of 
the summit; mountain streets full of 
life and light, graded and sculptured by 
the ancient glaciers, and presenting 
throughout all their courses a rich vari- 
ety of novel and attractive scenery— 
the most attractive that has yet been 
discovered in the mountain ranges of 
the world. In many places—especially 
in the middle region of the western 
flan':—the main canyons widen into spa- 
cio; valleys or parks of charming 
be:uty. 

‘The most famous and accessible of 
these canyon valleys, and also the one 
that presents their most striking and 
sublime features on the grandest scale 
is the Yosemite, situated on the upper 
waters of the Merced at an elevation of 
4,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
It is about seven miles long, half a mile 
toa mile wide and nearly a mile deep, 
and is carved in the solid granite flank 
of therange. The wallsof the valley 
are made up of rocks, mountains in size, 
partly separated from each other by side 
canyons and gorges; and they are so 
sheer in front, and so compactly and 
harmoniously built together on a level 
floor, that the place, comprehensively 
seen, looks like some immense hall or 
temple lighted from above. 

“But no temple made with hands can 
compare with Yosemite. Every rock in 
its walls seems to glow with life. Some 
lean back in majestic repose; others, 
absolutely sheer, or nearly so for thou- 
sands of feet, advance beyond their 
companions in thoughtful attitudes, giv- 
ing welcome to storms and calms alike, 
seemingly conscious, yet heedless of 
every thing going on about them.’ Awful 
in stern, immovable majesty, how softly 
these mountain rocks are adorned and 
how fine and reassuring the company 
they keep—their feet set in groves and 
gay emerald meadows, their brows inthe 
thin blue sky, a thousand flowers lean- 
ing confidingly against their adaman- 
tine bosses, bathed in floods of booming 
water, floods of light, while snow, 
clouds, winds, avalanches, shine and 
sing and wreathe about them as the 
years go by! Birds, bees, butterflies 
and myriads of nameless wings stir 
the air into music and give glad anima- 
tion. Down through the midst flows 
the crystal Merced—river of mercy— 
peacefully gliding, reflecting lilies and 
trees and the onlooking rocks, things 
frail and fleeting and types of endurance 
mecting here and blending in countless 
forms, as if into this one mountain man- 
sion nature had gathered her choicest 
treasures, whéther great or small, to 
draw her lovers into close and confiding 
communion with her. 

‘‘Sauntering towards Yosemite up the 
foot-hills, richer and wilder become the 
forests and streams. At an eievation of 
6,000 feet above the level of the sea the 
silver firs are 200 feet high; with branch- 
es around the colossal shafts in regular 
order, and every branch beautifully 
pinnate like a fern leaf. The Douglas 
spruce and the yellow and sugar pines 
here reach their highest developments 
of beauty and grandeur, and the rich, 
brown-barked libocedrus, with warm, 
yellow-green plumes. The majestic se- 
quoia, too, is here, the king of conifers, 
the noblest of a noble race. All these 
colossal trees are as wonderful in the fine- 
ness of their beauty and proportions as 
in stature, growing together, an assem- 
blage of conifers surpassing all that 
have yet been discovered in the forests 
of the world. Here, indeed, is the tree- 
lover’s paradise, the woods, dry and 
wholesome, letting in the light in shim- 
mering masses, half sunshine, half 
shade, the air indescribably spicy and 
exhilarating, plusby fir boughs for beds, 
and cascades to sing us asleep as we 
gaze through the trees to the stars.”

Hearing the 
cooing of a dove she looked around and 
saw a white dove perched on the organ 
and listening to the music with great 
appreciation.

JONAH AND THE WHALE. 


A Salt Lake Minister Gives an Explana- 
tion of the Story. 

‘*‘Doctor,” said a Salt Lake Tribune re- 
porter to acity minister, ‘‘is there not a 
natural explanation of the whale’s 
swallowing of Jonah?” 

‘Yes. In the first place there is noth- 
ing in the Hebrew to show that it was 
what we calla whale. The word trans- 
lated into both the Septuagint and the 
New Testament by the Greek ‘Katos’ 
means simply a sea monster; and this 
word was the one used by our Lord in 
his reference to this account of Jonah 
(Matthew xii., 39-41). -So far, therefore, 
as the Hebrew or Greek words are con- 
cerned the fish may have been a whale, 
a sbark,a sea serpent or any other large 
monster of the deep. Hence, there is 
nothing incredible in the statement that 
Jonah, upon being thrown into the sea, 
was quickly overtaken by a sea 
monster and swallowed without suffer- 
ing any mutilation, providing the 
monster was large enough. It is well 
known that the waters through which a 
vessel in sailing from Joppa to any 
Spanish port must pass were frequented, 
in early times, by aspecies of shark 
called sea-dog, having a throat large 
enough to swallow a man whole. The 
French naturalist, Lacepede, in his 
‘Histoire des Poissons,’ states that sea- 
dogs have a lower jaw of nearly six feet 
in semi-circular extent; which enables us 
to understand how they can swallow en: 
tire animals as large or larger than our- 
selves. Blumenbach, the German zoolo- 
gist, in his ‘Manual of Natural History,’ 
is authority for the additional facts that 
wea-dogs have been taken weighing five 
tons, and that a horse has been found 
whole in the stomach of a sea-dog. And 
Pliny, 50A. D., gives an account of 
the skeleton of a sea monster forty feet 
long, whose ribs were higher than those 
of an Indian elephant. This skeleton, 
Pliny says, ‘was brought from Joppa, a
